and then milking 
her in an enlightened and adequate 
manner. 
Yet had Mr. Rockefeliei 
been less enlightened or less ade­ 
quate, many of the inventions of Mr. 
Edison would today lack the utility 
they have. 
Standard Oil, which is 
the cow Mr. Rockefeller built, ha? 
had a mighty part in making the for­ 
tunes of a million men, 
including 
Mr. Edison and Mr. Ford.

lar than Mr. Edison or Mr. Ford, he 
probably has paid better wages on 
the average than either of them.—

“Extension work is the readjustment

was made by the last legislature. He 
showed that only eleven per cent of 
East Texas land is improved and that 
a large portion seems destined 
by 
natural causes to be a forest, stating 
that no region was better adapted 
than this original forest area for a 
fixed forestry and reforestation pol­ 
icy. 
He pointed out that progress 
has been made in fire prevention, 
which is the chief cause of forest 
damage, and expressed his belief 
that it is possible to 
raise 
fence 
posts and cordwood in 8 to 12 years 
and saw logs and ties in 26 years or 
less, under proper 
forest 
m anage­ 
ment. 
Unless a constructive forestry 
policy is put into effect in Texas 
the people of this State will have 
to pay much higher prices for their 
lumber which will have to be ship­ 
ped to Texas from the Pacific Coast 
when it might have been grown ai 
home. 
He urged trees 
for 
West 
Texas under feasible conditions and 
said that it is intended to have part 
of the contemplated State b crest in 
West Texas in the nature of a dem­ 
onstration that trees can be grown 
there.
